Mr. Pattullo instantly 
demurred; he informed the government at

Well and good; but the correspondence 
between the two capitals—published in the 
Times yesterday—shows that neither Mr. 
King nor Mr. Isley has overlooked, for 
example, considerable evidence of British 
Columbia’s capacity to make some restitu- 
tion. The Ottawa Finance Minister natur- 
ally points to the contents of Mr. Hart’s last 
budget, its record revenues, its surplus of 
more than $6,000,000, and the fact the pro- 
vincial government turned a deaf ear to 
every suggestion that it follow the example 
of other governments and help to meet the 
emergency by curtailing expenditures. As 
to British Columbia’s willingness to meet 
the exigencies of the war, no matter what 
form they might take, the correspondence 
quotes the following statement made by the 
provincial Minister of Finance in Victoria 
last November 28: 

“If the Dominion government when we 
go to Ottawa in January says it is necessary 
for us to do certain things to help in win- 
ning this war, then we are prepared to make 
every sacrifice—there fs only one issue at 
this time and that is the winning of the war, 
and this province will stand behind Canada 
and the Empire in this regard—no matter 
what sacrifices are required, the

The Caribbéan has seen dramas before 
on the theme of gold, when British naval 
raiders and free-lance pirates preyed on the 
golden stream that passed through the 
Panama bottleneck on the way from 
America to Spain. The French, it now ap- 
pears, got $1,000,000,000 worth of gold aboard 
a cruiser in 1940 just ahead of the invad- 
ing Germans, and, after some thrilling ad- 
ventures? landed it at Fort Saint Louis de 
Saix and Fort de France at Martinique, 
where it now awaits some kind of “new 
order.” So, while we know our neighbor 
has most of the world’s gold, we can also 
be satisfied that the Western Hemisphere 
has practically all of it. 


Strange Views 


BF iebiaadis ONE OF HIS RECENT BROAD- 
casts from London, Mr. J. B. Priestley, 
internationally-renowned author and publi- 
cist, reminded the British public and his 
trans-Atlantic listeners that a small element 
in Britain still clings to the idea that when 
this war is over we shall be able to settle 
down again to conditions as they were before 
September 3, 1939. Mr. Priestley will never

HOBOKEN, N.J. (AP)—Capt. 


Ary Koovy, shsiee of the Nether- | 


lands freighter Leerdam, said on 
arrival here yesterday that five 


British and Allied ships 
_ Sunk by two mass submarine at- 
tacks on a 38-ship convoy ap- 
proximately 1,000 miles from the 

Irish coast March 6. 

Capt. Koovy said that, attack- 
ing in groups of threes, the sub- 
marines evaded four destroyers 
in the convoy and sank these 
vessels totaling 48,646 tons: 

Terje Viken, British 
20,638 tons; Mijdrecht, 
tanker, 7,493 tons; Empire 
tendant, British freighter, 
tons; Delilian, British freighter, 
6,523 tons and the British tanker 
Athelbeach, 6,568 tons. 

The master of the 6,816 Leer- 
dam, told the dramatic story, of 
the attacks as his ice-coated vessel 
sailed up the bay. 

“We left Glasgow March 3 in 
a 38-ship convoy with four de- 
stroyers,” he said. 

“I was on the bridge at 4,20 
a.m. March 6 when I noticed my 
squadron leader, the Delilian,.be- 
gan slowing down. Apparently 
the crew was empting ashes from 
one of the boilers. Instead of 
slowing down I continued my 
normal speed and decided to pass 
her on the portside. 

“At 4.30 I was parallel with her 
about 50 years away when she 
was hit by a torpedo. 

“She was hit amidships and the 
explosion sounded like hell break 
ing loose. We had strict orders 
and could not stop. While pro- 
ceeding I heard another explosion 
and turned around to the 
whaler Terje Viken, which was

Jibuti is the only good seaport 
of the French part of Somali- 
land. It is close to the strait 
between Africa and the southern 
end of Arabia. Sometimes the 
spelling is given as “Djibouti,” 
but the. other spelling is correct 
and more simple to handle. 

Jibuti has a population of about 
11,000. It seemed important to 
the Italians because goods from 
Ethiopia passed through it on! 
the way to the sea, It is at one} 
;end of a railway leading from} 
the capital of Ethiopia to the 
coast. 

French Somaliland is less than 
1-20th as large as the part which 
has gone under the name of Ital- | 
ian Somaliland. It would have | 
almost no importance except for | 
the capital, Jibuti. 

France obtained full control of 
this little colony 58 years ago. 
Since then, schools have been 
started in Jibuti and a few other 
places. Some of the native Somali + 
children go to these schools. 


In French Somaliland, &s in 
other parts of east-central Africa, 
the camel plays a part in trade. 
Camels loaded with goods travel | 
to places which are not reached | 
by any railway. 

The Somalis also raise camels 
in order to obtain milk from 
them So, to a certain extent 
camels. do the same work for 
those people as cows do for us. 

The wandering Somalis take 
camels with them when they go 
from place to place, and they 
seem to be fond of the animals. 
This is an interesting point, since 
camels are not friendly, as a 
rule,
